Gen. David John¬ 
ston also presented Col¬ 
leen Klein with a Queen’s 
Diamond Jubilee medal 
at the small ceremony at 
Calgary City Hall. 

It was a bittersweet 
event with Ralph Klein 
not well enough to attend, 
but his wife did provide a 
bit of levity. 

As she posed for 
photos with Johnston, 
she opened her blazer to 
reveal a campaign button 
from the 1990s with her 
husband’s grinning face 
on it. 

Klein was also given 
a Queen Elizabeth II 
Diamond Jubilee Medal — 
something family friend 
Rod Love said had not 
been expected. 

Colleen Klein put her 
hand to her chest as John¬ 
ston presented the second 
medal to her. 

The former premier 
has a form of dementia 
and no longer makes 
public appearances. 

“He’s struggling, but 
he’s comfortable,” said 
Love, who added that 
Colleen Klein would be 
visiting her husband after 
the ceremony to show 
him the medals. 

Love said the former 
premier would have ap¬ 
preciated the honour, but 
that he always felt public 
service was a greater 
reward. 

Klein was elected 
leader of Alberta’s 
Progressive Conservative 
Party on Dec. 5, 1992 and 
was sworn in as Alberta’s 
12th premier nine days 
later.

A team of neuroscientists at 
Western University in London, 
Ont., are getting international 
attention for what they’ve 
knovm for years. 

Patients in a vegetative 
state may not be able to talk 
or physically react to ques¬ 
tions, but tests show many of 
their brains are alive and tick¬ 
ing, the doctors say. 

London’s Scott Routley, a 
39-year-old with brain trauma 
from a motor-vehicle acci¬ 
dent, has quickly become the 
medical discovery’s poster 
child. Although Routley hasn’t 
spoken for 12 years, he recent¬ 
ly told a research team from 
Western’s Brain and Mind In-

stitute that he isn’t in pain. 

The message — considered 
the first of its kind from a pa¬ 
tient like Routley — was con¬ 
veyed this summer through 
an MRI scan of his brain, 
explained researcher Dr. Da¬ 
mian Cruse. Cruse and other 
members of the team discov¬ 
ered in 2010 that at least some 
people with severe brain in¬ 
juries can think about things 
on command. 

“The exciting thing that 
we’ve been able to do is start 
asking chnically relevant 
questions,” Cruse said, some¬ 
thing that will allow doctors 
to understand more about 
their patients.

'Painful allegation’ 


Mr, Elmo’s

A man who accused Elmo 
puppeteer Kevin Clash of 
having sex with him when 
he was a teen has recanted 
his stoiy. 

In a quick turnabout, 
the man on Tuesday de¬ 
scribed his sexual relation¬ 
ship with Clash as adult 
and consensual. 

Clash said he is “relieved 
this painful allegation has 
been put to rest.” 

The man, who has not 
identified himself, released 
his statement through a 
Harrisburg, Pa., law firm. 


The episode began Monday, 
when Sesame Workshop 
— which produces Sesame 
Street — said Clash had 
taken a leave of absence in 
the wake of allegations he 
had a relationship with a 
16-year-old. 

Clash is a 52-year-old 
divorced father of a grown 
daughter. His accuser is in 
his early 20s. 

Clash acknowledged he 
is gay but said the relation¬ 
ship had been between two 
consenting adults. 

Sesame Workshop, 
which said it was first 
contacted by the accuser in 
June, launched an investiga¬ 
tion that included meeting 
with the accuser twice 
and meeting with Clash. 

Its investigation found the 
charge of underage conduct 
to be unsubstantiated.

A man described as a modern- 
day Rasputin was convicted

them of their fortune and 
their turreted manor. 

Thierry Tilly, who was 
sentenced to eight years 
in prison by a court in Bor¬ 
deaux, became a confidante 
of the landed Vedrines family 
in 2000. Over nine years, the 
man who local media dubbed 
“the guru” manipulated the 
family of 11 — aged from 16 
to 89 — into believing there 
was a secret masonic plot 


Moving on 


“The trial is behind us 
and we will do every¬ 
thing to rebuild.” 

Christine de Vedrines, a family member 
who had alerted police to Thierry Tilly 

against their lives, according 
to court testimony. 

Family members were so 
convinced of his story that 
they locked themselves in¬ 


side their chateau for several 
years, terrified they would be 
killed. They sold their posses¬ 
sions — including the family 
manor — and handed over 
$5.7 million US. 

The case raised echoes of 
the trial involving France’s 
richest woman, 90-year-old 
L’Oreal heiress Liliane Betten¬ 
court, who was swindled by a 
French tax lawyer into hand¬ 
ing over a private Seychelles 
island to him.

Belize. McAfee software 
founder denies role 
in neighbour’s death 


Software company founder 
John McAfee is denying any 
role in the slaying of his 
neighbour on a Caribbean 
island, according to an on¬ 
line article posted for Wired 
magazine. 

Wired said McAfee called a 
reporter on Monday to say he 
was hiding from police who 
want to question him about 
the death of 52-year-old Greg¬ 
ory Viant Faull, whose body 
was found on Sunday. He is 
quoted as sa 5 dng police would 
kill him if they find him. 

McAfee said he saw police 
coming on Sunday and hid, 
burying himself in the sand 
and putting a cardboard box 
over his head so he could 
breathe, according to the 
article. 

McAfee reportedly said 
that whoever shot Faull may 
have been gunning for him 
instead and mistakenly killed 
his neighbour. 

Faull was found with a 
gunshot wound to his head 
inside his two-storey home 
north of San Pedro, a town 
on the island of Ambergris 
Caye, said Raphael Martinez, 
spokesman for Belize’s Min¬ 
istry of National Security. The 
housekeeper discovered the

body Sunday morning and 
called police. 

Martinez said that no 
charges had been filed in the 
case. 

Belize police said Tuesday 
that McAfee, 67, remains a 
“person of interest” in the 
death of Faull, not a suspect, 
and that he is being sought 
for routine questioning. They 
believe he is still in Belize, 
but they have also contacted 
authorities in Mexico and 
Guatemala, which border 
Belize, for help in locating 
McAfee. 

McAfee sold his stake in 
the anti-virus software com¬ 
pany that is named for him in 
the early 1990s and moved to 
Belize about three years ago 
to lower his taxes.

Larger deficits could 
delay Tory promises 


Fall update. Weak 
global economy means 
Ottawa won’t show 
surplus until 2016-17 


The Harper government has 
pushed back its target date for 
eliminating the deficit by one 
year, leaving open the possi¬ 
bility it won’t be able to fulfil 
two key election promises on 
income sphtting and doubling 
tax-free saving accoimts. 

Finance Minister Jim 
Flaherty delivered his fall eco¬ 
nomic update Tuesday, saying 
global economic weakness has 
carved into commodity prices 
and tax revenues. 

The update showed a bot¬ 
tom line for this fiscal year 
worse than many expected, 
with the deficit at $26 billion, 
up $5 billion from the March 
budget forecast. 

This year’s deficit would be 
even higher, by about $7 bil¬ 
lion, if Haherty hadn’t hedged 
his bet by adding a $3 billion 
cushion, or margin for risk, 
into his budget calculations. 

Flaherty also said it wiU take 
a year longer than predicted to 
biance the budget.

Lilly Singh was supposed to 
be a lawyer. Or a psychia¬ 
trist. Or a TV sensation. 

But not a YouTuber. 

“When 1 was younger, 
YouTube didn’t exist,” said 
Singh, a 24-year-old based 
in Markham, Out., with a 
psychology degree and a 
knack for editing videos. “1 
only properly started using 
YouTube four years ago.” 

About two years ago, 
Singh (known as Super- 
woman to her cyber fans) 
decided to post her first 
video — not for fame, but 
for fun. Now, she not only 
has more than 100,000 sub¬ 
scribers, but has created a 
career on the site. 

And she’s not alone. 

Before 2005, there were 
few outlets for people like 
Singh. 

Then the video-sharing 
site was formed by three 
former PayPal employees. 
In 2006, it was bought by 
Google Inc. 

As more and more users 
started video blogging, the 
concept of a YouTuber was 
born. 

Suddenly, those who 
could capture the attention 
of enough people could 
make money off the site. 

According to Alban 
Keser, a social media mar¬ 


keting expert, the process 
is fairly simple. 

“After you get a certain 
number of views on your 
videos ... Google starts to 
share ad revenue with you,” 
he said. 

While this process has 
changed through the years, 
it served Singh well. 

“Initially, before You¬ 
Tube changed the format, 
they’d send certain people 
the opportunity to monet¬ 
ize individual videos (mean¬ 
ing videos can display ads),” 
she said. 

“Now, everybody who 
makes content can monet¬ 
ize a video, but not every¬ 
one is an official YouTube 
partner,” Singh added. 

Success on YouTube is 
about video views. The 
more views, the greater 
chance of becoming a part¬ 
ner, which provides users 
with extra tools to succeed 
on the site. 

“Don’t get me wrong,” 
Singh said. “I’m not balling 
off YouTube. I’m just barely 
sustainable.” 

While she may not be 
rich, the YouTuber has 
found her calling. 

“My dad still thinks I’m 
going to be a lawyer till this 
day. I sat (my parents) down 
and I’m like, ‘Listen. This 
is what I want to do, but I 
promise you I’ll do it well,”’ 
Singh said. 

And she has. 

Her videos, which range 
from skits about living in 
an Indian household to 
rants about the difficulties 
of working out — “What 
if there’s little people that 
live in our boobs, and every 


time we do jumping jacks 
it’s like an earthquake for 
them?” — often get more 


than 100,000 views. 

“(YouTube) has allowed 
people to express them-

Lilly Singh, or Super- 
woman, as she’s known on 
YouTube, turned her videos 
into a full-time career.

• Make videos people 
want to watch.

• Promote yourself. "To 
get the views, a good 
way to start is to use the 
promoted videos option. 
You pay a small amount 
for your video to show 
up for certain searches," 
Keser said. YouTube’s 
keyword tool can also 
help ensure viewers find 
your videos. 


• Don’t mind the haters. 
"You can not let (mean 
comments) get to you. 
You need to really love 
what you’re going to do 
and commit to it. Above 
all, believe (in) what 
you’re posting," Singh 
said.

You can be forgiven for never 
having heard of the Azores. On 
the travel shelves of most book¬ 
stores, titles will skip straight 
from Australia to the Bahamas. 
But this tiny archipelago in the 
middle of the Atlantic is over¬ 
due to become a destination 
for travellers seeking imspoiled 
subtropical terrain that wears 
its history on its sleeve. 


What to see 


The first thing you’ll notice is 
the many shades of Azorean 


blue: the clear sky, the persis¬ 
tently blooming hydrangeas 
and morning glories, and the 
deep turquoise ocean stretch¬ 
ing imdisturbed for more than 
a thousand miles in all direc¬ 
tions. Each island has its own 
geographical marvels, such as 
5ie 7,713-foot-high dormant 
volcano that gives Pico Island 
its name and the hikeable lava 
timnels beneath, as well as the 
steaming hot springs in Sao Mi¬ 
guel. 

What to do 

Because of the variety of ter¬ 
rain, there’s plenty to do, 
from hiking to scuba diving. 
If you’re drawn to the water, 
the Azores has plenty of pub¬ 
lic swimming areas carved 
into the craggy basalt shore¬ 
line. And this former whal¬ 
ing capital now draws some 
of the Atlantic’s best whale 
and dolphin watching. With 
nine islands to explore, it 
helps to consult a company 
that customizes tours to your 
interests and abilities. We 


like Picos de Aventura (picos- 
deaventura.com) in Ponta 
Delgada and A-Abegoaria (a- 
abegoaria.com), serving the 
island of Pico. 

What to eat 

“Meat or fish?” is often the 
question come dinnertime. Be¬ 
cause of its location, seafood is 
the centrepiece of many Azor¬ 
ean menus. But beef from the 
island’s free-roaming cattle is 
also a good bet. Some of the 
best restaurants are tiny, side- 
street cafes, where the prato do 
dia (dish of the day) and a glass 
of local wine will only set you 
back five euros. 

Where to stay 

Aldeia da Ponte’s rambling 
seaside property includes a 
private seaside bathing area, 
a spa and an old whaling look¬ 
out tower. Be sure to enjoy a 
glass of local vino verdelho at 
the lovely outdoor bar (aldeia- 
dafonte.com).

Easter Island still 
filled with mystery 


Tricky travels. The 

moai statues aren’t the 
only enigma on this 
remote outpost — try 
booking a hotel and 
planning a trip 


From its famed giant stone stat¬ 
ues to finding a good, afford¬ 
able hotel, Easter Island is full 
of mysteries. 

There are ancient questions, 
like how the statues were trans¬ 
ported, and why the island lost 
its trees. And there are modem 
puzzles, like what $1,600 a 
night will get you in a hotel and 
why roads aren’t better marked 
for visitors touring the island. 

Perhaps it’s fitting that rid¬ 
dles still exist on the most re¬ 
mote inhabited island on earth 
— a Chilean territory in the 
South Pacific, 3,700 kilometres 
to the west of the South Amer¬ 
ican continent. 

A recent issue of National 
Geographic magazine outlined 
six different theories on how 
a people with no wheel and 
no draft animals were able to 
move massive statues weighing 
up to 90 metric tons as much as 
18 kilometres across the island. 

Upon arriving, visitors are 
greeted in the Polynesian trad¬ 
ition with flower leis, then 
given a brief tour of the town 
of Hanga Roa, home to most of 
the island’s 5,500 residents. 

With more than 50,000 
visitors a year, the island is 
home to an assortment of 
restaurants, car rental agen¬ 
cies, markets, souvenir stores, 
watersport shops and small 
hotels, and since ever 3 Thing is 


imported to the island, prices 
are high. 

It can be a challenge to plan 
a trip to Easter Island. Little in¬ 
dependent information is avail¬ 
able online, and Easter Island, 
or Rapa Nui as the locals call 
it, is hut a few pages in most 
guidebooks. Most hotels ap¬ 
pear spartan, while the luxuri¬ 
ous and all-inclusive Explora is 
$1,600 a night. A new option, 
the waterfront Hangaroa Eco 
Village & Spa, rings in at $550 a 
night. Once settled in your ho¬ 
tel, arrange a day-long outing 
with James Grant-Peterkin, au¬ 
thor of the book A Companion 
To Easter Island. 

His tour takes visitors 
aroimd the 163-square-kilo- 
metre island, introducing them 
to the moai statues. Although 
they are often referred to as 
heads, they are in fact whole- 
body carvings made by des¬ 
cendants of the first Polynesian 
settlers hundreds of years ago. 
Just what they represent and 
why they were toppled in the 
century after the first European 
explorers arrived in 1721 is an¬ 
other unknown. 

Fewer than 50 of the statues 
have been re-erected by arche¬ 
ologists, and the most impres¬ 
sive of these is a site where 15 
colossal moai stand on a cere¬ 
monial platform more than 
213 metres long. Just down 
the road is the National Park of 
Rano Raraku, the quarry where 
the moai were carved. A path 
winds among the 400 statues, 
completed to varying degrees. 
Whatever their reason, there is 
no doubt that workers stopped 
ahead of schedule, leaving a 
stone graveyard. 

Most of the moai are buried 
up to the neck, giving the im-

pression that they are nothing 
more than heads. One, lying 
on its back, measures about 
21 metres in length. Another 
has a petroglyph of a European 
sailing ship scratched onto its 
belly One depicts the moai 
kneeling, the only one known 
to have legs. 

But there is more to the is¬ 
land than moai. Visit the site of 
the ancient birdman competi¬ 
tions, where men would scram¬ 
ble down a 305-metre cliff, then 
swim 1.6 kilometres through 
crashing waves to a rookeiy 
where they would camp, wait¬ 
ing to claim a tern egg for their 
chief. 

There are volcanic craters, 
and a 6.4-kilometre-long lava 
tube, and you can swim off a 
sandy beach in the shadow of 
more moai. 

Yet another small wonder 
can be found at the island’s 
tiny museum. Here, one 
can examine copies of the 
wooden Rongo Rongo tab¬ 
lets, which are covered in an 
unknovm script. Only 26 of 
these remain in existence, all 
overseas, and all undeciph¬ 
ered, adding to the mystery 
of Easter Island.

Did you know that small “pie” 
pumpkins are now available 
at many farmers markets so 
you can savour locally grown 
harvest flavour? 

Start the savouring with 
this recipe, but be careful not 
to overbake it or the Ailing 
will dry out and crack. 

1. Preheat oven to 180 C (350 
F). Then cut pumpkin in half; 
scrape away seeds and fibre 
and place cut side down on

• 1 small pie pumpkin 

• 2 eggs 

• 50 ml (1/4 cup) granulated 
sugar 

• 45 ml (3 tbsp) brown sugar 

• 7 ml (1 1/2 tsp) ground cin¬ 
namon 

• 5 ml (1 tsp) ground ginger 

• 1 ml (1/4 tsp) grated nutmeg 

• 1 ml (1/4 tsp) salt 

• 22 ml (1 1/2 tbsp) brandy 
(optional) 

• 150 ml (2/3 cup) 35 per cent 
whipping cream 

• 23-cm (g-inch) pie crust, par¬ 
tially baked in advance 


an oiled baking sheet. Cover 
with foil and bake until very 
tender. Timing will vary 
from 35 minutes to more 
than an hour depending on 
the size and density of the 
pumpkin. Let pumpkin cool, 
then remove peel and mash 
until very smooth. If you 
wish, force puree through a 
flne-meshed sieve for extra 
smooth texture. Let cool and 
refrigerate. Set aside 375 ml 
(1 1/2 cups) pumpkin puree 
for this 23-cm (9-inch) pie; 
any extra can be frozen for 
future use. 

2. In a large bowl, using an 
electric mixer on medium 
speed or with a whisk, beat 
eggs and both sugars together 
until combined and smooth 
and pale in colour. Add 
pumpkin, cinnamon, ginger, 
nutmeg and salt. With elec¬ 
tric mixer or using a wooden 
spoon, stir to combine. Fold 
in cream and brandy, if using. 

3. Place pie plate lined with 
partially baked pastry shell 
on a baking sheet. Fill with 
pumpkin mixture. Bake in a 
180 C (350 F) oven until pas¬

After all, if you can’t submit 
a convincing pitch or create an 
effective sales document, em¬ 
ployers probably won’t take 
you seriously for an entry level 
sales job. 

Lidia Cords, human resour¬ 
ces and talent acquisition man¬ 
ager at Collective Point of Sale 
Solutions in Toronto, offers 
some tips and best practices on 
how to ensure you make that 
sale: 

Sales resume No. i: 

Have an objective 

Including a relevant objective 
confirms to a potential em¬ 
ployer that you know which 
job you’re applying to and have 
made efforts to personalize

your resume for that position. 
You can even mention the 
name of your desired role in 
the objective. 

That being said, having no 
objective is better than having a 
general objective. “So often ob¬ 
jectives don’t make sense to the 
role you’re applying to and you 
can lose credibility that way,” 
Cords warns. 

Sales resume No. 2 : 

Be relevant and specific 


“The way you showcase your 
experience is what’s going to 
set you apart,” Cords says. For 
example, imagine two resu¬ 
mes with the same experience 
at a fast food restaurant. If one 
candidate lists veiy simply 
what their role was, while the 
other elaborates that they often 
worked the drive-thru and con¬ 
sistently beat the time allotted 
for each order, it’s easy to see 
which resume an employer is 
going to be more drawn to. 

S^es jobs are often about 
meeting goals and achieving 
targets, whether that’s in terms 
of dollars and cents, contacts 
made, meetings booked or 
other metrics, so it’s essential 
that you find ways to demon¬ 
strate that you are results-ori¬ 
ented in your resume. 

Furthermore, not all stu¬ 
dents and new grads have a 
lot of direct sales experience, 
but there are many ways you 
can tap into other experiences 
you’ve had and relate them to 
sales. 

You might have worked 
for your school’s alumni asso¬ 
ciation conducting cold calls to 
potential donors, for example.

Then explain why these 
words describe you using 
real examples. For example, 
including your extra-curricu¬ 
lar experience on a sports 
team will demonstrate your 
competitiveness. Writing 
about your leadership role 


on a committee at school 
shows your hard-working na¬ 
ture. 

“Keywords are important,” 
Cords says. “Really review the 
job that you’re applying for 
and emphasize their criteria on 
your resume.”

For example, if the results indicate 
a high estimated risk, making certain 
healthy lifestyle changes — such as 
increasing exercising, eating more low-fat 
foods, fibre and fruit, and quitting smok¬ 
ing — can reduce the risk. 

Throughout the year. Shoppers Drug 
Mart pharmacies hold CANRISK screen¬ 
ing days. “We really want to encourage 


the public to reach out to their Shoppers 
Drug Mart pharmacists in the pharmacies 
and online,” Wang says.

A certified diabetes educator (CDE) is a 
trained health-care professional who can 
help Canadians manage every aspect of 
their diabetes care, whether you were 
recently diagnosed or you have lived with 
diabetes for years. 

In addition to advising you on blood- 
glucose monitoring, a CDE can provide 
information about diabetes medications 
and develop healthy-eating and physical- 
activity plans tailored to your specific 
needs. 

“Shoppers Drug Mart has 450 phar¬ 
macists across Canada who are certified 
diabetes educators,” says Jeannette Wang, 
the senior vice-president of professional 
affairs and services for Shoppers Drug 
Mart. 

Because the number of Canadian adults 
being diagnosed with type 2 diabetes is 
rising rapidly, there are often weeks-long 
waiting lists for patients to get an appoint¬ 
ment at diabetes centres or clinics.

“In those cases and for ongoing care. 
Shoppers Drug Mart pharmacists and 
CDEs are a great resource,” Wang says.

The AlC is a test that shows the 
average level of blood sugar (glu¬ 
cose) over the previous three months. 
It also indicates how well you are 
controlling your diabetes. The higher 
the AlC level is above target, the 
poorer the blood-sugar control and 
the higher the risk of diabetes-related 
complications, such as kidney and 
nerve damage and vision loss. 

Shoppers Drug Mart pharma¬ 
cies across Canada hold AlC clinics 
throughout the year to help people 
with diabetes better manage their 
health. 

“If you’ve missed a clinic but you 
would like to have an AlC test, ask 
your Shoppers Drug Mart pharmacist 
if he or she can administer it,” says 
Jeannette Wang, the senior vice- 
president of professional affairs and 
services for Shoppers Drug Mart.

NHL Pens’ superstar 
centre frustrated by 
league’s hard-line stance 


Sidney Crosby says it takes two 
to tango. 

The Pittsburgh captain 
stood by his comments voicing 
fmstration Tuesday at the lack 
of movement in negotiations 
on a new collective bargaining 
agreement between the NHL 
and the NHLPA. 

And Crosby pointed the fin¬ 
ger squarely at &e owners. 

“I don’t think there’s much 
negotiating going on. I think 
as far as the proposals are 
concerned it’s just kind of at 
a standstill right now,” Crosby 
told reporters after skating in 
Pittsburgh. “I think that we’ve 
made steps to show that we’re 
willing to negotiate. 

“I don’t think that’s really 
happening on the other side.” 

Talks between the NHL and 
the NHLPA to end the lockout 
stalled again over the week¬ 
end. No bargaining sessions are 
planned and Crosby says play¬ 
ers feel like they’re negotiating 
with an unwilling partner. 

“The desperation to play 
doesn’t really seem hke it’s on 
their side. I think there’s a deal 
to be made (but) I think negotia¬ 
tions have to be made if there’s

going to be a deal,” he said. “If 
it keeps going like this, every¬ 
body’s going to lose, there’s no 
way aroimd it.

NHLPA special coimsel Steve 
Fehr told a panel in Toronto on 
Monday that three issues re¬ 
main to be solved: The split of 
money, player contract rights 
and who pays for the damage 
caused by the lockout. 

The NHL has proposed chan¬ 
ges to entry-level deals, arbitra¬ 
tion, free agency and contract 
hmits. 

Those issues particularly 
irked Crosby, and he reiterated 
those feelings Tuesday. 

“Guys aren’t going to give 
in when it comes to contract 
stuff. It’s not going to happen,” 
Crosby said. “It’s ridiculous to 
try to change that after the suc¬ 
cess the league and eveiybody’s 
had here the last seven or eight 
years.” the Canadian press

The owners locked out the 
players in mid-September 
and all games up to Nov. 30 
have been cancelled. 

The Winter Classic 
outdoor game that was 
scheduled for Jan. 1 has 
also been axed. 

It is believed a deal 
would need to be struck 
early next week for a 
shortened season to begin 
on Dec. 1. 

“It’s tough when you 
want to play hockey and I 
don’t thinlc the other side 
really takes that serious. 
They’re able to do that, 
that’s not their livelihood,” 
Sidney Crosby said. 

Despite his fmstration, 
Crosby is reserving judg¬ 
ment on whether there will 
be a 2012-13 NHL season. 

“I’d like to think that 
everyone will find a way 
to make it work. That’s 
reaUy what it boils down to, 
everyone finding a way to 
make it work,” he said. “It’s 
a bit of give and take and 
that hasn’t really happened

Oilers' off-season 
signing played three 
seasons at University 
of Wisconsin 


The Edmonton Oilers have 
long had difficulty wooing and 
retaining free agents, but Jus¬ 
tin Schultz is proving to be a 
rare prized catch. 

The roolde defenceman is 
leading the American Hockey 
League in scoring with seven 
goals and 11 assists in 12 
games with Edmonton’s top 
farm team, the Oklahoma City 
Barons. Unhke many first-year 
pros he has enjoyed a smooth 
transition to the pro ranks 
from U.S. college hockey. 

“Justin seemed to just blend 
in right away,” said Barons 
coach Todd Nelson. “He’s a 
very talented defenceman. Ob¬ 
viously, we Imow his offensive 
numbers are very strong. But 
one thing that goes overlooked 
is his defensive play. He has a 
lot of really good habits for a 
defenceman. 

“Right now, 1 feel that he’s a 
pretty complete hockey player 
at this level. From his stand¬ 
point, he has to continue to 
improve so (that) when called 
upon to play in the (NHL) he 
can bring that type of game 
and intensity to the National 
Hockey League.” 

Schultz, a 22-year-old 
Kelowna, B.C., native, who 
completed his third and final 
season at the University of Wis¬ 
consin last spring, is biding his 
time with the Barons at least 
until the NHL lockout ends. He 
chose the Oilers over a num¬ 
ber of other suitors, including 
the Vancouver Canucks and 
Toronto Maple Leafs, during 
the NHL’s summer free-agent 
frenzy.

I always figured in the back 
of my mind that Edmonton 
was the right place for me to 
be,” said Schultz, who scored 
the winning goal in overtime 
as Oklahoma City beat the 
Abbotsford Heat 2-1 on Satur¬ 
day night and added two assists 
in Tuesday’s loss against the To¬ 
ronto Marhes. 

Finances were not an issue 
for Schultz because, given the 
demand for his services, he 
was destined to receive the 
maximum dollars available for 
rookies under the expired col¬ 
lective bargaining agreement. 

So Schultz, who Anaheim 
drafted in the 43rd overall 
in 2008, took advantage of a 
loophole in the CBA by leaving 
college early to become an un¬ 
restricted free agent. 

But Edmonton was always 
his first choice. His main mo¬ 
tivation was an opportunity 
to play alongside the hkes of 
young stars Ryan Nugent-Hop¬ 
kins, Taylor Hall and Jordan 
Eberle, who are spending the 
lockout with the Barons, as the 
Oilers try to rediscover their 
glory years last witnessed in 
the 1980s and early 1990s. 

“The young talent they 
have here, it’s going to be an 
exciting couple of years com¬ 
ing up,” said Schultz.

Blue Jays brass ^ows the

At Major League Baseball’s

Johnson and Mark Buehrle, as 
well as John Buck and Emiho 
Bonifacio, in exchange for 
young right-hander Henderson 
Alvarez, shortstops Yunel Esco¬ 
bar and Adeiny Hechavarria, 
catcher Jeff Mathis and a trio 
of top-ranked prospects —Jake 
Marisnick, Justin Nicolino and 
Anthony DeSclafani. 

The trade dramatically al¬ 
ters the makeup of the Jays’ 
2013 roster, instantly improves 


their starting rotation and 
pushes their annual payroll 
over $100 miUion and into the 
upper echelons of the league. 

The deal will hkely come to 
define Anthopoulos’s tenure as 
the club’s GM. 

But on Tuesday night, as de 
tails of the trade spread wildly 
on Twitter, there was only ex¬ 
citement among Jays players 
and fans. 

“Can’t wait to hear the 
magic words...IT’S OFFICIAL,” 
tweeted Jays closer Casey 
Janssen.

Common Issues

loud ticking sound. This 
problem was most likely to 
present itself while the H3 
was still under warranty 
— though approval from 
a GM mechanic should be 
sought, just to be safe. Note 
that V8-powered H3s aren’t 
affected by this issue. Have

If that’s not the case, be 
sure to find out why before 
agreeing to fork over any 
cash.

These days, the Corvette, 
Chevy Camaro and other 
iconic marques pay homage 
to their storied pasts by pro¬ 
viding thoroughly modern 
content. 

The 427 owes its name 
to the last of the so-called 
second-generation C2 Cor¬ 
vettes (1963-’67) that were 
available with 427 cubic- 
inch (7.0-htre) V8s and up 
to 435 horsepower. 

Chevrolet re-introduced 
that particular engine dis¬ 
placement for the 2006 
model year in the Corvette 
Z06. It continues to produce 
505 horsepower and 470 
pound-feet of torque and 
has until now been avail¬ 
able strictly in coupes. 

For the Corvette’s dia¬ 
mond anniversary, the LS7 
and its accompanying rear- 
mounted six-speed manual 
gearbox can be had for the 
first and last time in the 
current (C6) convertible 
body style. 

The LS7 is remarkable 
not only for its prodigious 
output, but for how it 
achieves its potency. The 
engine is hand-assembled 
at GM’s Wixom, Mich., Per¬ 
formance Build Center and 
uses special cylinder heads, 
intake valves, titanium 
connecting rods and other 
key ingredients originally 
developed in conjunction 
with the Corvette road-ra¬ 
cing program. 

It has the largest dis¬ 
placement of any Corvette 
engine, but not the most 
power. The ZRl gets that 



honour, but with a 6.2-litre 
V8 topped with a superchar¬ 
ger. 

The 7.0/427 also features 
dry-sump lubrication — es¬ 
sentially an external oil 
reservoir — that keeps oil 
flowing even during high 
cornering and braking 
loads. 

The exhaust gasses exit 
through dual-stage mufflers 
that open up more when 
you tromp the gas. The sys¬ 
tem is optional on base Cor¬ 
vettes. 

Chevrolet claims the 
1,520-kilogram Corvette 
427 can streak to 96 km/h 
from zero in 3.8 seconds 
and is capable of a top speed 
somewhere north of 300 
km/h. It can also achieve up 
to 1.04 Gs in lateral accel¬ 



eration, assisted by a set of 
Michelin PS2 tires mounted 
on ZRl-sized 19xl0-inch 
alloy wheels in front and 
20x12 s at the rear. 

These performance num¬ 
bers would be impressive 
on nearly any high-perform¬ 
ance machine you can think 
of, at any price. 

To maximize ride and 
handling, the 427 comes 
with Magnetic Selective 
Ride Control. 

The system includes spe¬ 
cial shock dampers that 
adjust their settings up to 
1,000 times per second, ac¬ 
cording to road conditions 
and driver input. In this re¬ 
gard, the 427 might be bet¬ 
ter than the Z06 since mag¬ 
netic ride does not come 
standard in that model. The 



Points to note 


• Differences. There are sev¬ 
eral reasons the 427 can't 
technically be called a Z06 
convertible. For example, it 
doesn't use the Zo6's alum¬ 
inum frame rails. Instead, 
think of the 427 as a Grand 
Sport convertible with a 
better engine. Along for 
the ride are the Zo6's larger 
brakes. 


• Model mix. The 427 

convertible blends several 
models of Corvette to end 
up with a fast, capable and 
good-looking package. It's 
the closest you'll get to a 
Z06 convertible and adds 
the excellent magnetic ride 
control from the ZRl, which 
is optional for the Z06. 


427 also includes the Z06’s 
larger brakes. 

Outwardly, the 427 gets 
numerous design cues bor¬ 
rowed from the Z06, such 
as wider front carbon-fibre 
fenders. 

Out back are the Z06’s 
wider fenders (7.5 centi¬ 
metres wider overall) and 
the supercharged ZRl’s 
spoiler. 

The first of three 427 
trim levels carries a full 
load of standard equip¬ 
ment, including keyless 
push-button start, premium 
Bose audio system and 
voice-controlled navigation. 
Optional are heated leather- 
covered seats, power-adjust¬ 
able steering column and a 
power-folding top. 

Various option packages 
add fancier machine-faced 
wheels, carbon fibre front 
spoiler, hood and rocker 
panels, and 60th anniver¬ 
sary branding displayed all 
over the vehicle. 

But easily the most 
intriguing option is the En¬ 
gine Build Experience. For 
about $5,800 US, you get 
to assemble your very own 
427 engine right on the 
shop floor, with Chevrolet’s 
engine-building pros look¬ 
ing over your shoulder, of 
course. 

At a $93,900 starting 
price, the 427 is the most 
expensive convertible that 
Chevrolet has ever con¬ 
structed, but it’s a steal of 
a deal compared with more 
outrageously priced, extra¬ 
quick hardware. 

It also proves that Cor¬ 
vette ranks as one of the 
world’s quickest and most 
capable of sports cars. It’s 
hard to imagine how the 
all-new 2014 version will 
move the needle, but we 
can’t wait to find out.

BUS, GARB, AIRSCARF and 
CAFE. They could be from a 
teenager’s text message, but 
these are actually just four of 
the himdreds of acronyms com¬ 
ing to a newcar showroom 
near you. 

Yes, when it comes to con¬ 
fusing abbreviations to describe 
new and confusing technology, 
there aren’t many industries 
that can match the automotive 
world. All tolled, more than 500 
anagrams cover nearly every 
part, system, procedure and 
agency in the automotive uni¬ 
verse. And as the 2013 battle for 
new-car supremacy revs up, it’s 
the acronym FI (fuel injection) 
that buyers and manufacturers 
are paying the closest attention 
to. Fuel consumption and tech¬ 
nology continue to be the top 
priority for new-car builders, 
who end up bringing buyers 
along for the ride — sometimes 
kicking and screaming. 

And whether it’s the TC 
(turbocharger) or GDI (gasoline 
direct injection), these efficient 
power enhancements are up¬ 
ping the ante. 

“Some form of these oper¬ 
ations have been aroimd for 
decades,” said Ghris Woodyard, 
automotive news analyst for 
USA Today. “But the engineers 
and manufacturers are find¬ 
ing ways to make them better 
and more efficient with every 
model year.” 

So how do these systems 
work and why are they a 
cornerstone of the new-car 
sales market? Simply put, a 
turbocharger(s) is an air com¬ 
pressor that’s driven by ex¬ 
haust-gas pressure. The point 
is this: The more air, the more 
fuel that can be carried and the 
more power the engine makes 
when the air-fuel is ignited. A 
non-turbocharged engine relies 
on atmospheric pressure alone 
for its air intake and is there¬ 
fore limited by that. 

A turbocharger is a power 
adder. So, a very small engine, 
such as the 1.4-htre four-cylin¬ 
der in the new Dodge Dart, 
gives good fuel economy while 
a turbocharger adds passing 
power when needed. 

Direct injection is the new¬ 
est method in which fuel trav¬ 
els to the combustion chamber. 
In a traditional gas engine, 
injectors spray fuel through 
the intake manifold, where it’s 
mixed with air while entering 
the cylinder. The modem dir¬ 


ect system squirts fuel directly 
into the combustion chamber. 
The advantage is that the fuel 
can be very specifically tailored 
to driving conditions. For ex¬ 
ample, while coasting down 
the highway where httle power 
is required, the fuel can virtu¬ 
ally be shut off The computer 
programming is complicated 
to make the transitions smooth 
between coast and power, for 
example, and the combustion 
chambers and piston tops have 
a specific shape for direct injec¬ 
tion, but just about any new 
engine built these days uses the 
technology. 

The TT (tech talk) can be bor¬ 
ing, but it is RR (required read¬ 
ing) because these systems are 
helping to steer the direction of 
the NGM (new car market). Of 
course, we just made up these 
automotive acronyms. 

“And with federal mileage 
standards coming for 2016, 
these systems will continue to 
become even more prevalent 
in the marketplace,” Woodyard 
said. “These developments are 
here to stay.” 

In an effort to cut depend¬ 
ency on oil, the U.S. govern¬ 
ment approved legislation 
in August that requires auto¬ 
makers to reach minimum fu¬ 
el-economy standards of 35.5 
mpg by model year 2016, and 
54.5 mpg by model year 2025 
for cars and hght-duty trucks. 

Some automotive purists 
fear the mandates will spell 
doom for performance, while 
lawmakers insist engineers 
will find a way to blend horse¬ 
power with fuel efficiency, 
and that these are necessary 
guidelines in an energy mar¬ 
ket bent on becoming leaner 
and greener. 

The U.S. Department of 
Transportation (DOT) and the 
U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) directed the man¬ 
dates, and the guidelines faU 
under the watchdog umbrella 
of the U.S. National Highway 
Transportation Safety Adminis¬ 
tration (NHTSA). 


Yipes, more acronyms. Per¬ 
haps only government uses 
more ALL GAPS terms than the 
automobile industry. 

When it comes to industry 
jargon and slang, it’s usually 
tossed around with little or no 
explanation, nor any definition 
or context. It’s ironic that such 


terms are parroted by auto 
writers whose jobs are to break 
through such jargon. Hey, at 
least we’ve provided a glossary 
below for a few terms — some 
that are not acronyms — that 
we’re either regularly quizzed 
about, or feel the need to 
explain. 



A-Z of motoring acronyms and terms 


Alloy wheels: Aluminum mixed with varying amounts of other metals or 
silicon. Machined alloy wheels have a smooth, reflective surface. 


AWD/FWD: All and front-wheel-drive. 


AIRSCARF: Mercedes-Benz's clever term for a neck heater that blows warm 
air onto drivers. Pretty ingenious, really. 


BLIS: Blind Spot Information System, alerts you to traffic moving around you. 


Cl, C2, etc: Corvette generations. The current generation is C6. 


Cabriolet: A convertible. 


CAFE: Corporate Average Fuel Economy, which is a single miles-per-gallon 
number set as an average for all vehicles sold by an automaker. 


CARB: California Air Resources Board. 


Crossover: Generally an all-wheel-drive tall wagon, but “crossover" does not 
actually define a vehicle type, but rather a vehicle that doesn't fit into 
any other category. Confused? You're not alone. 


CVT: Continuously Variable Transmission, which has no set gear ratios like a 
conventional automatic transmission. The idea is to keep the engine in 
its most efficient (narrow) rev range. 


DSC: Direct Shift Gearbox, which is actually a manual transmission with 
automatic clutches that you shift with buttons or paddles. There is no 
foot-operated dutch. Not to be confused with automatic transmissions 
with manual shift control, which are generally less responsive and still 
use a fluid coupling (torque converter). 


Ecoboost: Ford's line of turbocharged engines. 


ERAS: Electric Power Assisted Steering. 


Fascia: The bumper cover. 


Fob: Not an acronym, but a word that describes the electronic remote 
control key thingie for your vehicle. 


Greenhouse: The total window surface. 


Hemi: An engine with hemispherical-shaped (domed) combustion cham¬ 
bers. Not unique to Chrysler, but well marketed by Chrysler. 


IRS: Not what you think, but an Independent Rear Suspension, where each 
rear wheel travels up and down independently of the other. This would 
seem like a regular thing, but larger vehicles such as pickup trucks still 
use a straight axle that joins the two wheels. 


LED: Light Emitting Diode, which provides bright light with low power 
consumption. It's all the rage these days for accent lighting. 


Macpherson strut: A suspension with the shock absorber and coil spring as 
a structural front member, replacing the upper control arm and shock 
absorber and spindle of wishbone-style suspension. 


OBD: Onboard Diagnostics, which is fronted by a computer-access port 
located under the dash. 


Roadster: A two-place convertible. 


Track: The distance between the right and left wheels. 


Stability control: Electronics that help prevent a skid or spin. Often called 
ESP. 


TPS: Throttle Position Sensor, which sometimes causes idling problems or 
stalling. You might have heard of this one. 


TDI: Volkswagen and Audi's turbo-diesel engine. 


Sedan: Four-door car. 


Sport shift: Manual control of an automatic transmission. 


SUV: Sport Utility Vehicle, usually a truck-based wagon such as the Chevrolet 
Tahoe or Ford Expedition. 


Wheelbase: Distance between the front and rear wheels.
